lion by normal newspaper 
linvestigation. 

Csv/aiu, killed by night club 
owner Jack ituby shortly 
after ike Hormedy assassina- 
tion, has been named by the 
Warren Commission as the 
lone assassin of Ucnnody, v/ho 
dicd-i.i Dallas Nov. 22, ICG2. 

Norton is a native of Col- 
umbus, Ga. t v/ho until late 
last year operated his own 
record promotion and produc- 
tion company hi Albany, Ga. 

Norton told the Sim that
